Library Collection of Great 
Surgeon to be Placed 
With Plaque 

'Dio bi-oiv,:o I'Lic-iue of tho late Sir 
Will am O.slcr lit one (iinc professor In 
the Medical Kiiciilty nt McGlll. and 
Internationally romcinbercd as a great 
mod cnl man and teacher, which Is to 
be placed In tho O.iler .Mcmor al Lib- 
rary in the Medical building nt ilcWili 
has arrived and Is shortly to be put 
into position. 

The plaque which reproduces in pro- 
file the liend and shoulders of S^- \Vil- 
i'aui was o.\ecutcd by a French sculp- 
tor, F. Vcrnoii, from life in 1003, In 
r'ar.'.i and bears tho following Inscrip- 
t on: "William Oslcr, Professor of tho 
Institute of Medicine in th's Untvers'ty 
1S74-1SS4." 

Tho famous O.sicr collection of books 
which Is to bo placed In tiio I'brary Is 
now on Its way over from Oxford and 
is expected hero in the near future. 
Tho volumes will' be housed In the 
room In wh'ch space has been set 
aside for the plaque. 

In thi.'î way the porpctuation of tho 
name of tlio great surgeon and phil- 
anthropist w'li bo continued in the 
University where ho spent so many 
years teachlnç. It wi*4 bo remembered 
that Just before Christmas, each mem- 
ber of the second year class in Med'- 
c ne received a presentation copy of 
Sir William Osier's, "Way of Life," 
and these most recent add 'lions to 
the '"cans already crlsttngr of keopin? 
h's name before the student body of 
the fniversity are [r'adly rccc'ved by 
the Med'c.al ï'acult.v.

THOMAS HARDY, A STUDY IN GREY

WITH the death of Thomas Hardy the last of the great novelists of the 
Victorian age has disappeared. U is useless to add .tnythlng to the 
vast .-imouut of comment, both eulofrlstlc and danmatorj\ that h.is appeared 
on Vlctoriiir. ll;p::i;ii:f . I'Ut i: is well !0 rcnv.rd ours^eîvef on this oco.ision 
that the ninetpri.:!'. >oii;iiry vnt^ the richest .-rcative era tlir.; Enpl.ir.d h.'^s 
known since Khrni'.-ili.ir. ;:mc,-.. Starting with the Komar.: .f-ifr.i o.' Byron. 
ShoUey und Keats, there followed a string of Illustrious names such as any 
civilization can be proud to claim— Scott. Blckens, Thackeray, Carlyle. Ktifk- 
In, Pater, Arnold, the Tlrontes., Meredith. Darwin, Huxley. Mill, Spencer, 
Newman. Browning. Tennyson, to mention only a few a« they fleet across 
the mind. Borr. m ISJO. Hardj- lived and worked as .-i temporary- with tnost 
of these men and many others, not only in literature, of equal ii not greater 
fiune. It is not surprising th'-refore. that a man born a; such moment, 
spending hw youth and manhood In the company of such men and ide.is, and 
living his old ape in an era which has brought revolutionary changes in the 
exterior a.-^p'-^: of :he world at large, should have bees capable of work, 
both in poctrr und prose, which the English speaking people could acclaim. 
'In his owr. ;::>:ime, as classics which would endure. 

Propitious as the moment and iniellertual cnv;r'. r.mer.t r.;ay bs. tb«e 
alone will not produce lasting literature, without the mats who can grasp 
from the current of ideas that surround him, certain of them to construe and 
elaborate into masterpieces. Arnold taught us this. Hardy, choosing that 
part of Enplund whirl, ir. line- î.f?;. his lamoiif '^'esFtt. by his m!is;»r!y Ot- 
scriptloii of its bieak moors ami hills, and I'.is tven greater characteriration 
of its rural populaTion. put before the world his brooding, sinister, hopeless 
philosophy of life. 

He wa5 not a child of his age — he was its foil. He caught the then jaajor 
currents of realism and naturalism and made ibem major etreaau ot ten- 
dency. 

Thi reniari:ai)lL pr'Wcr uf the mar. ie shown by the fact thaA io «pit» o'. 
the small area he chose for his settings, by the scope jof his pasoranle out- 
look, bv the depth of his Itlsiorical penetration, and by the stsrk reailsm 
'nrJth which he forces the reader far beyond Uls imagination, he 6>*» to the 
;oarrow limits of Wessex a universal meaning. 

Stem and unrelenting fatalism vaf Hardy's philoBopbj". Man is inex- 
orably bound by circumstance and natural forces. His fight against nature 
Is at b«st a sad one in which he cannot but Jose— cither by sudden exler- 
-mlnation or by the gradual' loss of i»is powers. Nature, gray and cruel, 
broods over him eternally from the forbidding Wessex hills. Xor Is tht 
iruelty of thf elements •.iic- only i>v|i fore* — there is l.OH'.df * tlte even ni'Tt- 
rlcious crueii.v of îolk-w mku. Tiic puppets of hie tragic shadow shows, 
Batbsheebu, Jude, Tesf. Yeobrlgh;, Eustacia art intensely real, no profoundly s'j 
that the sense of tragedy is heightened to ao awful degree.
